A, VICTIM OF KLEPTOMANTA. 


A Peculiar Case in Detroit Affecting a Well- 
Koown Public Man. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 13.—[Special.]—“‘ The 
next case,“ said Police Justice John Miner 
this afternoon, “is that of John W. Clark; 
petit larceny. Are the parties ready for 
trial?’ The court was informed that the 
complaint in this case had been withdrawn 
by Mr. Thomas Swan, and the cause was 
thereupon stricken from the docket. 

This was all that appeared on the record, 
and few of the usual motley crowd present 
knew ‘anything of the history of the case or 
the romantic and honorable career of the de- 
fendant. It had, however, been whispered 
about that the man was a kleptomaniac, and 
there was some curiosity to see on trial one 
who stole because he could not help 
it. John W. Clark, who lives at No. 12 
Howard street, went into Swan’s place one 
day last week and was caught with papers in 
his pocket which he had not paid for. He 
claimed that he intended to pay for them, but 
Swan, having suffered a great deal from 
— would not listen to him and he was 
arrested. The prisoner was one of the two 
men sent from the United States in 1870 to 
establish in Japan a tal service. At the 
time of his selection for this mission he was 
in the mail service in California, and prior to 
that had been Indian agent for the Piute 
tribe in Nevada, during which he had dis- 
bursed without suspicion over $100,000. He 
had charge of the interior postal service in 
Japan for six years, during which time post- 
office eee were erected at Yokohama, 

Nagaski, and other principal places 
in that country, and a railway mail 
service was established similar to that in the 
United States, except there was no dis- 
tribution on the train. On his return 
to this country in 1883 Mr. Clark was appoint- 
ed by President Arthur Indian Agent in Ari- 
zona, having e of over 6,000 red men of 
different . He retained this place until 
relieved by President Cleveland, and then 
came to Detroit. There was no fault to be 
found with his accounts, although during 
this agency he had handled $300, of Gov- 
ernment money. 

Clark’s many friends here were astonished 
at his arrest for theft, and flocked to his aid. 
He spent one nightin the station-house, but 
— 2 e next day. Influence was 
brought to bear on Swan to drop the case, 
but he claimed that Clark had been under 
suspicion of stealing papers and periodicals 
for some time. It was argued that if Clark 
had really taken them it was undoubtedly 
kleptomania on his part, as he is a manof 
some property. Mr. Swan said he did not 
wish to persecute anybody, and the case was

The Affair a Financial Failure and the Back- 
ers Tired of Putting Up Money—Mrs. 
® Thurber Denies the Report—Emma Juch 
Said to Be the Cause of Farsch-Madi’s 
Troubles—MeVicker Attaches the Com- 
pany’s Property—The Discharged Ballet 
Girls. 

In attempting to reconcile the clergy to the 
ballet the Naflonal opera company over- 
looked the fact that Manager McVicker had 
an unreconciled grievance against them which 
had taken the form of a lawsuit. As a 
result, his attorney went into the Cir- 
cuit Court yesterd and secured a writ 
of ne exeat against the ization, 
and an execution covering its belongings 
was placed in the hands of Deputy-Sheriff 
Liebrandt early in the afternoon. e stage 
properties and costumes of four of the operas 
are stored in a building on Michigan avenue, 
near Monroe street, and a levy was made 
upon them.

—A flutter 
of excitement has been created here in mu- 
sical circles by the arrival of M. de Vivo, 
the well-known operatic manager and 
at present the 1 representative 
of Mme. Fursch-Madi, whose recent 
misunderstanding with Theodore Thomas 
and the American (now the National) 
opera company made a three days’ ripple. 
. de Vivo is on the war- path. He has 
been studying the internal workings of the 
National opera company, and is preparing a 
statement for the daily papers in 
which he intends to expose the real cause 
of the difficulty between Mme. Fursch- 
Madi and the opera company. 
M. de Vivo is an operatic manager of ex- 
perience, and his statements, made in cold 
blood, will be apt to excite wide attention, 
and must be met by the board of managers 
of the company. our correspondent has 
been favored with a summary of De Vivo’s 
statement in advance of its formal publica- 
tion. 

He attributes the whole trouble to Mise 
Juch, who from the o ization of the 
troupe has been managed by Mr. Locke and 
petted by Mr. Thomas to the dis ment 
of every other prima donna. e re 
fers to the fact that Fursch-Madi's 
difficulty is the same that Mme.

OHICAGO CLERGYMEN CONDEMN DAN- 
CING IN SILK TIGHTS, 


They Believe It Is Immoral in Its Tendency 
and Unfit for Young Men to Witness—

Managers Denounced for Impertinence 
by Several of the Ministers.

Wasarnetor, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 
In the House today Mr. Holmes introduced a 
bill to quiet the title of settlers on the Des 
Moines River lands. It differs from the 
measure vetoed by the President last session 
in allowing the Attorney-General to begin 
suit at any time within three years after the 
passage of the act instead of within ninety 
days. In the long list of Congressional re- 
ports the only one hostile to the settlers was 
made by Garland when he was on the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. If the present bill 
should pass, some other Attorney-General 
not unfriendly to the settlers might have a 
chance to begin proceedings. An effort will 
be made by the Iowa members to get the bill 
passed by the Public Lands Committee. The 
prospect that the President will have another 
opportunity to veto it cannot, however, be 
said to be bright. 

Senator Wilson today also introduced a bill 
to quiet titles of settlers on the Des Moines 
River lands. The bill is identical with the 


one vetoed by the President during the last 


session, with the exception that the three 
years’ provision above noted is inserted and 
that the following section is added to the bill: 

That any person or persons who have hereto- 
fore or may hereafter settle upon and improve 
any tractof public land or lands, the title to 
which is su to be in the United States at 
the time of such settlements, with the intention 
of perfecting their title to the same under any of 
the land laws of the United States, shall be per- 
mitted,either they, their heirs, or assigns to plead 
in support of their title to said lands against any 
other or parties claiming the same, the 
title of the United States to said land as full 
and completely as might be done by the Uni 
States Government itself. 

The President's veto stated, in brief, that 
he returned the bill without approval for the 
reason that every possible question that 
could be raised regacding these lands had 
already been adjudicated, and that if any 
substantial point yet remained unsettled he 
(the President) believed there was no difii- 
- Culty in the way of presenting it to the prop- 
er tribunal.

Hewitt’s Measure for Anticipating Interest 
on the Public Debt. 

Wasuinorton, D. C., Dec. 18.—In the House 
today Mr. Hewitt introduced a bill authoriz- 
ing the Secretary of the Treasury to antici- 
pate the payment of interest on the bonded 
debt of the United States, and to provide for 
special deposits of the public money. The 
following is the text of the bill: 

Sec. 1. That out of all moneys in the Treasury 
not otherwise a riated the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby authorized and empowered to 
anticipate the —7— of so much of interest 
on the interest-bearing bonds of the United 
States as shall be in excess of the rate of 3 per 
cent per annum by the mentin gross of such 
sum in each case as shall be equal to the aggre- 
gate present worth of such excess of interest 
thereon. And, for the purpose of ascertaining 
such present worth, the interest upon the amount 
paid by the United States in anticipation of such 
excess of interest shall be computed at the rate 
of 3 per cent per annum, reinvested quarterly, so 
as to secure to the United States the benefit of 
compound interest thereon. 

Sec. 2. That when such payment of interest in 
anticipation of the maturity thereof shall have 

any holder of the bonded in- 
ted States the bonds shall 
be distinctly stam and properly indorsed in 
such manner as the Secre of the Treasury 
may prescribe, so as tq show e reduced rate of 
interest thereafter to be * thereon; and the 
coupons, if any, shall cut off and canceled, 
and for the coupons so canceled shall be substi- 
tuted new coupons bearing the reduced rate of 
interest, and the bonds so stamped shall be re- 
ceivable by the Controller of the Currency as se- 
curity for the issue of the circulating notes of any 
National bankmg association to the full extent 
of the par value of said bonds. instead of 9 per 
cent, as now required by law. 
Sec. 3. That it shall be lawful for the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury to deposit from time to 
time with any National banking association any 
portion of the money in the Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated upon the security of an equal 
amount of the bonded or other indebtedness of 
the United States, provided the whole amount 
of special deposits thus made shall not at any 
time exceed $100,000,000, and all such deposits 
shall be subject to call upon such notice as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may see fit to pre- 
scribe. 
Frank Lawler on the Surplus. 

Mr. Lawler of Illinois today introduced 
resolutions reciting that the rapidly accumu- 
lating surplus in the Treasury is in excess of 
the needs of the Government for its support 
and the discharge of the bonded debt; that 
the coast defenses are inadequate to protect 
the lake and sea coast cities, and that nearly 
1,000,000 men are unemployed and declaring 
it to be the sense of the House that a large 
proportion of the surplus in the Treasury 
should be expended through liberal appro- 
priations for repairing and properly equip- 
ping the coast defenses, and for the con- 
struction of ships.

Consideration. 

Wasuinertonr, D. C., Dec. 18.+-The Senate 
today resumed consideration of Mr. Morrill’s 
resolution declaring the promise of making a 
proper revision of the tariff at the present 
session-obviously hopeless and impracticable, 
and Mr. Dawes proceeded to address the Sen- 
ate on that subject. The Secretary of the 
Treasury, he said, had come into the field 
and taken his advanced position on the sub- 
ject of the tariff, causing increased appre- 
hension and alarm in all the great industries 
of the land. Sober, conservative business- 
men and thoughtful, anxious, but clear- 
headed dependents on those interests were 
now seriously inquiring whether, on the 
whole, they might not be wrecked if 
the theories and doctrines. announced 
in the reports of the Secretary 
of the Treasury were to govern in the re- 
vision of the tariff. The Secretary of the 
Treasury threw overboard entirely, and in 80 
many words, all idea of protection to Ameri- 
can industry. Henceforth, according to the 
Secretary’s theories and dogmas, there was 
to enter into the policy that is to control in 
the fashioning of the revenue laws of the 
future no idea of protection to American in- 
dustry. The Secretary's considerations were 
not what might be the effect of carrying out 
his views on home productions; not whether 
th might be advantageous or injurious 
to the vast interests invested in pro- 
ductions in this country, more than 
$5,000,000,000 in 1886, or to the 7,500,000 
wage-workers dependent upon them. In the 
mind of the Secretary no such consideration 
was to enter into the question of the imposi- 
tion of duties. The Secretary would not re- 
move the duties on sugar because they 
amounted, he said, to only 90 cents per capi- 
ta; but he would remove the duties on wool, 
although they only amounted to eight cents 
per capita, and on ready-made clothing, al- 
though they only amounted to three cents 
per capita. The proposition of removing the 
duty on raw materials did not even meet the 
approval of the manufacturers for whose 
benefit it was suggested. On this point Mr. 
Dawes read from testimony taken before the 
Committee of Ways and Means, in which Mr. 
Whitman, a leading woolen manufacturer, 
declared himself in favor of a duty on wool, 
so as to encourage its production 
in this country, and so render manu- 
facturers independent of foreign 
wool. He characterized the Secretary’s 
views as wild, and wanton, and brutal; but 
they had, he said, awakened serious and 
well-grounded apprehension throughout the 
country. It was the attitude of those who 
had the tariff to reform which led to these 
serious apprehensions. Those industries 
turned to the Senate for the alternative. They 
looked to those who spoke for the Senate, as 
they had spoken for the policy of the Goy- 
ernmentin the last twenty-five years, to 
know what the alternative was. They knew 
that under the Constitution the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Senate could originate no law 
to remodel or reform the tariff, but they also 
know that it was within the province and 
ability of the Finance Committee to con- 
sider this question and formulate in a re- 

rt that would carry quiet and con- 

dence to the industries and labor of 
the country a method of  bring- 
ing the receipts of the Government 
down to the lines of its expenditures with- 
out impairing the development or prosperity 
of those industries or diminishing the com- 
pensation of that labor. It was for that pur- 
pose that he had introduced his resolution 
instructing the Committee on Finance to in- 
quire and report what specific reductions can 
be made in customs duties and internal taxes 
that will reduce the receipts to the necessary 
and economical expenditures of the Govern- 
ment without impairing the prosperity and 
development of home industry or the com- 
pensation of home labor. He should, there- 
fore, ask for the adoption of the resolution 
which he had offered. 

McPherson Favors Reduced Taxation. 


Mr. McPherson said that there were but 
two methods of disposing of the surplus 
revenue. One was extravagant appropria- 
tions and the other was by a reduction of 
taxation. For himself he was in favor of the 
second alternative. The Senator from Ohio 
(Mr. Sherman) had suggested in his speech 
the other daya policy by which $54,000,000 of 
revenue could be avoided by striking off the 
taxon sugar,and in the same breath that 
Senator declared that the duties on sugar 
and on wool were the only protection which 
the agricultural interests enjoyed. He (Mc- 
Pherson) was opposed to the removal of the 
duty on sugar, and predicted that, with that 
duty retained, nine-tenths of the sugar con- 
sumed in this country would be produced 
here. He would also retain a duty onjthe high 

ualities of wool which are produced in the 

nited States, but he would remove it 
from the cheap qualities of wool that are 
not raised here and that are used in the man- 
ufacture of carpets and cheap fabrics. He 
was a protectionist to the extent of giving to 
the labor of this country all the protection 
that it needed to compete with foreign labor. 

He applied to every industry the same prin- 
ciple that had been applied to the silk-manu- 
facturing industry. There were about a 
hundred silk-mills in the City of Paterson, 

J. Their raw material was admitted free 
of duty, and thé consequence was that no 
more prosperous manufacturer could be 
found anywhere. Paterson today was sell- 
ing silk at Lyons, France, the very heart of 
the silk manufacture of the world. Why 
was not the same 1 applied to the 
hatters of New York? If those 10,000 oper- 
atives had their raw material free they 
would flood the world with cheap hats. That 
was the Democratic policy, the American 
policy, the policy which he wanted to see en- 
grafted in the next tariff bill. He was op- 
posed to the starving of these 10,000 hat op- 
eratives in New York in order to yt og: fifty 
muskrat-trappers on the shores of the Hack- 
ensack River. 

Mr. Morrill moved the reference of his res- 
olution to the Committee on Finance. 

Mr. Beck opposed such reference, and —* 
gested that nators on both sides should 
urge on their friends in the House to pass 
some tariff measure, so as to bring the ques- 
tion before me Senate in some practical man- 
ner, and thus open the doors fairly to de- 
bate. He was not wedded to any scheme. 

He believed that 
before this Nation acquired the commercial 
position it was entitled to it must carry its 
own products in its own re and that it 
could not do so as long as it had to pay 50 cents 
more on every bolt and every piece of cord- 
age in a ship than its competitors had to pay.

would not open a single manufacturing estab- 
lishment in the United States. Such things 
were only suggested for the purpose of pre- 
venting anything being done to enlarge man- 
ufacturing powers and to send manufact- 
ured products abroad. The men who owned 
manufactories were content with the Amer- 
ican market. With all their pretenses of aid- 
ing American labor they intended to keep 
this market to themselves, charging what 
they liked, and to let their laborers starve 
rather than give them a chance of un extend- 
ed market, by which they could have employ- 
ment twelve months in the year instead of, 
as now, four or five months. He wanted a 
chance to argue the question and to show 
that protectionists were merely robbing the 
laborers whom they were pretending to be- 
friend. He would go as far as any man to

Why Secretary Bayard Favored the House 
with Originals of Correspondence. 

Wasurveton, D. C., Dec. 13.—A significant 
variation from usual official etiquet occurred 
in connection with the recentiy-published 
fisheries correspondence. The rule in such 
matters has been for the Department of State 
to transmit the original correspondence to 
the Senate. In this instance it was for- 
warded to the House, duplicate copies being 
sent to the Senate at a later period. It 
is asserted that this change of routine 
was not accidental, but was designed to 
mark the State Department’s appreciation of 
the conservative and considerate course pur- 
sued by the House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee, as contrasted with the opposit conduct of 
the Foreign Relations Committee of the Sen- 
ate, during the whole of the last session of 
Congress. Until that session began relations 
between the Senate committee and the State 
Department, through all chauges of Adminis- 
tration, were always of the most confidential 
character, and h never been interrupted 
by the temporary preponderance of one 
party or the other in the Senate. 
Secretary “Bayard, so long a member of 
the Senate, is said to feel deeply aggrieved 
at the course which the present Senate com- 
mittee has Chosen to pursue, in virtually sus- 
pending the confidential interchange of views 
on important international questions. 
He particularly tegrets the committee’s ac- 
tion in appointing a sub-committee to go to 
New England and raise up hostility to the 
Administration on the fisheries question, 
when, as the Secretary thinks is now 
made plain by the corresvondence 
(the purpert of which the Senate com- 
mittee could have ascertained if it had 
chosen to do so confidentially), every proper 
step was being taken to maintain the Na. 
tional honor in this regard. It is claimed by 
Mr. Bayard’s friends that the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, for the sake of making 
political caimpaign capital, delegated a sub- 
committee to investigate the fisheries ques- 
tion, the only members of which who went to 
New Engand for that purpose were Messrs.

KELLY'S SENTENCE ENDED. 


Released from Joliet After Serving 
Fourth Term—Two Clever Crooks. 
Jouiet, IL, Dec. 13.— [Special. I—Among 
the convicts released from the Joliet Prison 
thig vorning was the notorious sneak-thief 
‘buggy-trick”’ operator, Morris Kelly, 
ias Thomas Garrity, who completed his 
fourth term at Joliet. Kelly was known to 
the Chicago police as one of the most danger- 
ous criminals in that city. Johnny McGowan, 
alias “‘ Minooka Dick,“ a noted burgiar and 
sneakthief, was the partner of Kelly in most 
of his operations. They were the originators 
of what is known as the buggy trick,“ a 
species of sneak-work much in vogue 
several years ago in most large 
cities by such experts as Paddy Guerin, 
Eddie, his brother, Minnie“ Marks, Johnny 
Jourdan, Billy Burke, and other clever 
crooks. Many cashiers in monetary estab- 
lishments all over the country can testify toa 
suddenly depleted treasury by the deft per- 
formances of such men. The Bond robbery 
in Cincinnati November, 1851, and the Biddle 
Street Savings Bank of St. Louis, about the 
same time, were finger-marks in the career 
of members of this gang. 


STRIKERS RESORT TO REVOLVERS. 


A Man Mortally Wounded im a Fracas 
Caused by the Street-Car Troubles. 

Sax Francisco, Cal., Dec. 13.—The car- 
men’s strike on Sutter street road developed 
into violence this afternoon. A number of 
strikers had just left a car near the Central 
avenue terminus, after an unsuccessfui effort 
to induce the new men to desert their 
posts, when hoodlums in the crowd which 
had gathered about the scene began pelting 
the car and those in charge of it with stones. 
This led to a shot being fired into the crowd 
by some one on the car. Answering shots 
came from the mob and a lively fusillade en- 
sued, during which about twenty-five shots 
were — 2 — amid a general stampede of 
the crowd. When space was cleared aman was 
found lying on the ground wounded, with a 
bullet hole in the back of his head. He was 
carried to the City A where the wound 
was pronounced mortal. The wounded man 
has not yet been identified. A number of 
arrest have been made butit is not known 
who fired the fatal shot. After the shootin 
occurred all the cars on both the Sutter — 
Geary street roads were withdrawn and no 
further disturbance took place.

KNIGHTLY COAL 


DEALERS. 
A PLAN TO SUPPLY COAL AT LESS 
THAN RING PRICES SHATTERED. 
One Railrord Refuses to Haul More than 

One Car-Load Per Day and Another Will 
Not Haul Even That Much—A Vain Ap. 
peal to the Attorney-General—The Boy- 
cott Against W. J. Hill & Co. Having 
No Perceptible Effect—Shoe Manufactur- 
ers Defending Themselves. 
Two or three weeks ago the Knights of 
Labor were obtaining signatures to a docu- 
ment which stipulated that the signers in 


Chicago and elsewhere were to buy coal of 


the Knights if furnished at certain rates 


from $1 to $1.50 below the ring prices. The 
plan of the Knights was a simple one. The 
coal was to be brought from a codperative 
mine at Cannelburg, Daviess County, Ind., 
and from wines in St. Clair County, Illinois, 
which are also owned by Knights. The 
shafts at Cannelburg were sunk last year at 
an expense of $30,000, borne by the 
General Executive Board of the Knights 
of Labor. Tracks connecting these mines 
with the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad were 
laid. The codperative mine in St. Clair Coun- 
ty lies along the Illinois Central. The capac- 
ity of these mines is computed to be 30,000 
tons daily. The intention was to bring this 
coal to Chicago and place it upon the market 
at cut rates, thus forcing the coal ring to 
lower its prices. Six hundred signatures of 
business and manufacturing people, they 
claim, were already obtained, besides the as- 
sured patronage of Knights and other labor- 
ing people. A room for a coal office was 
even secured on La Salle street, and the first 
consignment of coal was to have been re- 


ceived two weeks ago. Obstacles arose at this 
int which have not yet been overcome. 
he Ohio & Mississippi Railroad and its con- 
necting lines ref to carry more than one 
car-load per day. The Illinois Central, it is 
asserted, positively refused to carry any coal 
even at an advance of 5 cents a ton over 
regular rate, though it is said the ma 
mentof the road was appealed to persona iy 
by a committee of the Knights, which includ- 
ed Mr. Bert Stewart, amember of the State 
Executive Board. This committee then went 
tothe Attorney-General and asked him to 
begin a suit against the Illinois Central for a 
forfeiture of its charter. This he declined 
to do, but told them they might, ‘if they 
chose, bring a suit upon their own account, 
but that, in his opinion, would not hold. The 
State Executive Board of the Knights of La- 
bor, which for three days has been in session 
at the Gault House, has considered among 
other things the propriety of taking legal ac- 
tion to compel the rai s to carry their 
coal or forfeit their charters. Evidence is 
being collected by a committee concerning a 
conspiracy between the banks, railroads, and 
coal operators. A partof this evidence con- 
sists of affidavits and letters. The legislative 
members of the United Labor party will take 
this evidence and present it to the State Leg- 
islature at its coming session and obtain, if 
possible, the appointment of an investigating 
committee, which will look into the facts. 


Charges Against the Shoe Manufacturers,

facturers for violation of their agreement 
of last March, and then called as the first of

New 
customers had taken the places of those who 
dropped out, and while the reporter was there 
several large orders were received. The city 
solicitor for the firm telephoned:the office that 
he was meeting with splendid success, and 
that he had been assured by regular custom- 
ers of their continued patronage. 

A second edition of 15,000 circulars of the 
boycott against W. J. Hill & Co. was issued 
yesterday. In addition to the firms an- 
nounced in the first circulars to be boycotted 
for buying bexes of the firm are the Brook- 
man poe — omega No. 189 Kinzie 
street, and Norton Bros., sheet metal goods, 
No. 40 River street.

OBITUARY. 


Benjamin Hyde Edgerton. 

Benjamin Hyde Edgerton, one of the pio- 
neers, and oldest civil engineer in the North- 
west, died at his home in Chicago Dec. 9, at 
the age of 75 years: 

[Mr. Edgerton was born near Norwich, Conn., 
which place was founded by ancestors from old 
Norwich, England, in April, 1811. He removed 
with his parents to Taberg, near Rome, N. Y., at 
an early age, which home he left when but 12 
years old to enter the service of his uncle, Benja- 
min Hyde, at that time a merchant in Rome. 
Not having a taste for a mercantile career he 
adopted the profession of civil engineering as his 
life work, leaving Rome in 18% for Green Bay, 
Wis., where he became employed in making Gov- 
ernment surveys in the then Wisconsin Territo- 
ry. and was also a member of the first Territorial 
Legislature. About this period Milwaukee, Wis., 
began to attract attention, and packing up his few 


possessions Mr. Edgerton decided to try hit, 


fortune in a new field,” and journeyed 
on horseback through a pathiess wilderness 
to the then Indian settlement of Milwaukee, 
which place he reached in 1835, finding 
there Solomon Juneau, an Indian trader, 
and several others, the only white settlers there. 
He was appointed the first City Borer by Sol- 
omon Juneau, and with Joshua Hathaway sur- 
veyed the older portions of the present populous 
City of Milwaukee, giving many of the streets 
the names they now bear. He was prominently 
identified with the growth of the city, acting aft- 
erward in different official capacities. In 1849 
and 1850 surveys were made for the pioneer rail- 
road in Wisconsin, Mr. Edgerton being one of the 
engineers employed in locating the line to Wau- 
kesba, Wis., which road was the nucleus of the 
present great Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
system. From Waukesha it was decided to con- 
struct a line through to the Mississippi River, 
and the road was called the Milwaukee & 
Mississippi Railroad until completed to the 
“Father of Waters,” when it was named the 
Milwaukee & Prairie. du Chien Railroad, and 
Mr. Edgerton was made its Chief Engineer, and 
was afterward successively Superintendent and 
Paymaster until the road was absorbed into the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul system, now be- 
ing known as the Prairie du Chien Division. The 
City of Edgerton, on its line, near Madison, Wis., 
bears his name, as also Edgerton. Kas., on 
line of the Kansas Southern Railroad. 

Mr. Edgerton was married in 1837 to Sophia 
Hosmer, and leaves a faithful wile and mother

MISSOURI PACIFIC TO CHICAGO. 


An Extension to Be Bullt from 
Mo., to the Garden City. 
New York, Dec. 13.— [Special. Mr. Gould 
is now figuring for an extension of his Mis- 
souri Pacific system which will when built 
probably put a new face on Southwestern 
railroad matters, and will involve an entire 
rearrangement of the Southwestern pool 
if the Reagan bill leaves any pools to re- 
arrange. The extension proposed is from 
Hannibal’ Mo., in a bee line north- 
east to Chicago, passing through Peoria and 
Streator, a distance of 200 miles. This 
practically puts a head on the Missouri Pa- 
cific property, which was the one thin 
needed to place it alongside the great rail- 
road systems of the country. The Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy route between the same 
two points is thirty-five miles longer. The 
facts as learned today are as follows; When 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Road ac- 
quired the Hannibal & St. Joe three years ago 
it was agreed that the Missouri Pacific and the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Road should not 
build into the other’s territory. It was from 
a syndicate headed by Mr. Gould that the 
8 bought control in the Hannibal & St. 
oe. The syndicate held 90,000 shares com- 
mon stock, which they sold out at 45. The 
payment for this stock and some large blocks 
of preferred stock at par was made in 5 per 
cent debenture bonds to the amount of 
$9,000,000. In addition to the compact 
restricting each road to itsown territory 
ne Chicago, Burlington & Quincy agreed 
to renew the Western Union lease along 
the lines of its read. Inthe last year or 
more the Quincy people have not heid to 
their agreement, and have built down into 
what Mr. Gould regarded as his territory, 
and ever since doing so they have anticipated 
retaliatory action. Now it is about coming. 
The Quincy will have a new competitor into 
Chicago, and a glanceat the map will show 
how straight the line is. The line was all 
gone over in the interest of the Hannibal 
& St, Joe, but was abandoned when the syn- 
dicate sold out its holdings. There wasa 
> gy deal of astonishment expressed that 
r. Gould, representing Wabash, gave his 
consent so readily to the Atchison’s entrance 
into Chicago over the Belt Line, as the in- 
creased mileage bettered that road’s position 
in the pool. It will be seen that Mr. Gould 
felt that he would be generous and still — 
his end up. The proposed extension will, 
with the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, make a 
bee line from Chicago to Houston and Gal- 
veston. Mr. Howard of Brown, Howard & 
Co. has been consulted as to construction. 


FREIGHT CONDUCTORS STRIKE. 


Men on the Louisville, New Albany & Chi- 
cago Stop Work—The Cause, 

13.— The freight con 
ductors on the entire line of the Louisville, 
New Albany & Chicago Railroad went on a 
strike today on a demand for an advance in 
pay from two and one-half to three cents per 
mile and allowance for lost time, which the 
management refused.

The striking conductors stated today that 
their resignations were at the company’s dis-

The bartender would only 
say that Cico was not there, and about 11 
o’clock, in accordance with an alleged tele- 
graphic dispatch from Cico to the effect that 
the Mexican authorities had put detectives on 
his track and he must kee dark. a sign was 
chalked on the blackboard : No more men 
wanted today.” Then the deluded appli- 
cants gathered on the sidewalk and swore. 
They growled that the whole affair was “a 
“skin,” though some hung dismally around, 
all unwilling to give up the hope t there 
wus enemas S the report which had been 
clumsily circulated that Capt. Boyton wanted 
men to join Editor Cutting in an invasion of 
Northern Mexico. 

* Billy” York, who has been the general 
spokesman in regard to the mutter, said that 
he was unable to affirm or deny the report 
that the men were intended for Mexico, be- 
cause he did not know what scheme Boyton 
might have on hand.

Evidence for McQuade. 
The trial of Ald. McQuade, charged with 
receiving a bribe in connection with the 
of the Broadway Surface Railroad 
ranchise, was continued today with the 
hearing of evidence for the defense.

Nelson, Vice-Pres dent, of the cable road, 
testified that they did not know of any 
offer having been made by the company 
to the Aldermen, either directly or 
indirectly, for the Broadway franchise. The 
company was authorized to issue $15,000,000 
in stock and in the latter part of 1884 did 
issue $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 worth of bonds, 
converted them into cash, and deposited with 
a trust company. The company also offered 
the city $1,000,000 for the franchise. 

A number of witnesses testified that Mc- 
Quade favored a street-railroad on Broad- 
way before he was chosen an Alderman. 
Ex-President Andrews of the Cable Road 
said he knew of no offer of $750,000, or of 
any other sum, to the Aldermen for a fran- 
chise. The bid of $1,000,000 by his — — 
Was intended to cover not only B way 
but a total of seventy-eight miles of streets. 

To the Recorder witness acknowled 
signing some bonds late in 1884. Mr. Win 
iams had some, Mr. Shaw had some, about 
200 or 300 bonds of $1,000 each. The last was 
in payment for legal services according to a 
contract. Witness also had some of them, 
and these were on deposit with the Farmers’ 
Trust Company as trustees. About $2,000,000 
worth of bonds were divided among several 
men.

In cross-examination O'Neill 
said that Billy Moloney told him in City- 
Hall Park in the summer of 1884 that there 
was a combination of Aldermen on rail 
matters.“ Witness reluctantly admitted 
that he attended the secret 9 o’clock meeting 
of the Aldermen. 

Joseph Steiner, a member of the Tamman 
Hall General Committee of the Fifteent 
District in 1884, testified that McLaughlin 
was Chairman of the Democratic State Con- 
vention in June, 1884, and several confer- 
ences were held with McLaughlin at the lat- 
ter’s house for campaign purposes.

In regard to the Patti concert-ticket swin- 
dle in the City of Mexico Mr. Schoeffel, Henry 
E. Abby’s brother-in-law and business part- 
ner, said today: “Patti will go to Mexico 
and sing.

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IS THE JURY FIXED? 


— — 
A STARTLING STORY IN CONNECTION 
WITH THE M’QUADE TRIAL. 


It Is Alleged that One of the Jurymen Sit- 
ting on the Case of the Boodle Alder- 
man in New York City Is Prepared to 
Bring in a Verdict of Acquittal Whether 


the Evidence Is Sufficient to Convict or 
Not. 


New York, Dec. 13.— [Special. Distriot- 
Attorney Martine was furnished with evi- 
dence today which, if corroborated to- 
morrow, will bring the present trial of 
ex-Ald. to a sudden end 
and discharge of the 
jurors before they have a chance 
to arrive at a verdict. John A. Hennessy 
called at the District-Attorney’s office today 
and told William N. Penny, private secretary 
to the District-Attorney, that he had 
the evidence of .two men who 
would be able to prove that 
Juror John Rosenberg was a close friend of 
John Keenan and associate of the indicted 
ex-Ald. Thomas Sheils and Patrick Farley. 
Mr. Rosenberg is the juror about whom 
talk has been current since the trial was 
begun, and for several days District-Attorney 
Martine has had detectives hunting up testi- 
mony that might be used to show that Rosen- 
berg was partial tothe defense, but without 
result. Private Secretary Penny listened to- 
day to the evidence submitted by Mr. 
Hennessy, and with the latter went 
to Mr. Martine. Mr. Hennessy then 
told the Pistrict-Attorney the story in detail. 

He said his informants were J. W. Vicker- 
man, a merchant tailor at No. 60 Nassau 
street, and T. J. Nesbitt, who is in partner- 
ship with Vickerman. Juror Rosenberg 
is a clothier, with stores in Fulton 
street, Park row, and Brooklyn. 
Vickerman and Nesbitt, previous to 
poling in yo — for themselves last year, 

ad n employed for six or seven years by 
Juror Rosenberg. Mr. Hennessy said that 
Messrs. Vickerman and Nesbitt could, 
he believed, be induced to testify as 
to the facts, particularly when they knew 
the Distriet-Attorney had the source of 
information. Vickerman knows Rosenberg 
intimately and says he and John Keenan 
were elose friends. He says Rosenberg 
“stated as often as fifty—yes, a hun- 
dred—times, after the pa of the 
Broadway franchise, that the Alder- 
men did right to take ‘boodle’: that 
there wasn’t one man in 20,000 who wouldn't 
take it; that he didn’t believe it was a crime 
to take ‘ boodle’ for such a purpose; that he 
was sorry he wasn’t an Alderman; and that 
he, if on a jury, would never convict a man 
for taking money for his vote.“ 

“When I saw he was on the jury,” adds 
Vickerman, “I said to my friend, Harry Des- 
place, ‘ There is one man on that jury who 
won't convict McQuade.’” The statement 
made by Mr. Vickerman’s partner, Mr. Nes- 
bitt, and related to Mr. Martine by Mr. Hen- 
nessy, was corroborative of Vickerman’s. 

Mr. Martine said, after hearing the state- 
ment, that if it was corroborated he would 
take immediate steps to prevent a miscarriage 
of F anes would try Rosenberg for perjury, 
and probe to the bottom the method by which 
Rosenberg got on the jury panel and finally 
on the jury. “Why,” said Mr. Mar- 
tine, Juror Rosenberg, when examined 
as to his qualifications, stated that he did not 
know Keenan or any of the men implicated 
except Farley, with whom he said 
he had a slight acquaintance. For the 
last three days we have had our suspicions 
aroused by various reports, but our detect- 
ives could not find any evidence on which to 
base a reasonable suspicion of Juror Rosen- 
berg’s integrity.”

During 
the discussion on the reconsideration of the 
vote by which the ordinance was passes there 
was a lively tilt between Hildreth and the 
Mayor. The former characterized the state- 
ment of the latter to the effect that the 
boodlers refused to pass an acceptable ordi- 
nance unless $50,000 was put up by the rail- 
road company as boodle as false and ungen- 
tlemanly. The Mayor quietly asked the Al- 
derman why he did not resent the language 
when it was used a week ago Monday night. 
There was no reply. The public will proba- 
bly agree with the Mayor’s assertion about 
the boodle. He knows the Aldermen. 


THE SHORT-HAUL DOCTRINE. 

There seems to be considerable misunder- 
standing in regard to the provision of the 
amended Cullom bill respecting long and 
short hauls. Even Mr. Fink's criticism seems 
to indicate that he has not followed the re- 
cent changes carefully or neglects to view 
the billin its entirety. The short-haul pro- 
vision in the original Cullom bill reported to 
the Senate last February was as follows: 


That it shall be unlawful for any common car- 
rier subject to the provisions of this act to 
charge any greater compensation in the aggre- 
gate for the transportation of passengers or 
property for a shorter than for a longer distance 
over the same line, in the same direction, and 
from the original point of departure. 


Before the bill passed the Senate it was 
amended by adding to the above clause the 
words “orto the same point of arrival,” 
thus extending somewhat the application of 
the short-haul principle. The conference 
committee has agreed to strike out of the 
Senate bill all the qualifying clauses in ref- 
erence to initial or terminal points, so that 
the section -will apply to all long and short 
hauls “ over the same line” and “in the 
same direction.” Thus the successive amend- 


tion of the doctrine as to short hauls, and the 
conference committee has stricken out a lim- 
itation in the original bill and rejected also 
the one incorporated by the Senate. 

While the short-haul provision has been 
enlarged in ite scope, it still falls far short of 
the impracticable, cast-iron doctrine proposed 
by Reagan. The measure reported by the 
conference committee retains substantially 
unchanged the section requiring the National 
Railroad Commission to make from time to 
time general rules covering exceptions,” 
and releasing common carriers from strict 
obedience to the short-haul doctrine “in cases 
where there is competition by river, sea, 
canal, or lake.“ Due allowance is made in 
the bill for “special cases,“ and the Commis- 
sioners aré authorized on investigation to 
prescribe the extent to which compliance 
with the law may be suspended. These sec- 
tions show clearly the unfair criticisms 
made by railroad managers and pool com- 
missioners who take up disjointed portions 
of the bill and refuse to consider them 
in connection with what goes before and 
after. For instance, Mr. Fink applies the 
short-haul doctrine ‘strictly to transpor- 
tation between New York and Memphis, 
where the railroads make an abnormally low 
rate to meet water competition, and goes on 
to contend that rather than increase their 
local tariffs the roads would surrender the 
Memphis business to the water carriers, who 
would then have a monopoly and could shove 
up charges. The Inter-State Commerce bill 
would require nothing of the kind. On the 
contrary, the case cited by Mr. Fink would 
be governed by the “ general rules” which 
the commission is required to make where 
there is competition by river, sea, canal, or 
lake.“ The public should not be misled by 
prejudiced, unfair criticisms. There is noth- 
ing in the bill calculated to destroy the ad- 
vantages of competition between rail and 
water routes or to abolish special through 
rates where they ate made necessary by pe- 
culiar conditions of traffic. 

Conservative railroad magnates who will 
view the Cullom bill in its entirety and con- 
sider its provisions candidly must admit the 
merits of the measure. It will put the trans- 
portation business on a legitimate footing and 
interpose a great obstacle to ruinous rate- 
wars, stock jobbery, and Gouldism. With rates 
equalized and pools prohibited by National 
authority, the roads must aim to do business 
onasound basis and spend no more time 
quarreling over spoils.“ The Cullom bill is 
in the interest of all honestly-managed trans- 
portation lines. Itis just to the public, fair 
to the roads, and sufficiently flexible to avoid 
injury to any sectional interests. Although 
carefully studied, the bill is of course experi- 
mental, and further improvements must be 
left to time and experience. If adopted, the 
measure will be in force only a few months 
before Congress meets again, and the Com- 
missioners are required to report specifically 
any amendments suggested by the actual test 
of the law. Congress cannot expect to per- 
fect a better bill as an initiatory measure, 
and since the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court denying the States all control over 
inter-State commerce, and leaving that broad 
field open and unoccupied, the need for Na- 
tional legislation has become imperative.

The reasons adduced for making. these 
changes of the law are carefully concealed 
by the boodlers’ organ, because it is unable 
to answer them. It was shown that electing 
Commissioners in batches of five in the fall 
perpetuated boodleism. For twelve years the 
people have been trying and have al- 
ways failed to reform the board. The 
moral decay goes on faster than incor 
ruptible men can be got into the 
board. The experience of fourteen years 
shows that an average of two of each batch 
of tive join the holdover boodle gang before 
the end of the first year of their term, an- 
other joins them in the second year, and a 
fourth one in the third year, leaving only one 
who holds out against corrupt temptation to 
the end of his term. This makes eight or 
nine boodlers always on hand for jobs and 
“ divvys”’ at the expense of the taxpayers. 

The boodlers’ organ wants the rotten old 
system perpetuated for all time. It wants 
the members elected in batches of five a year 
at Presidential, Congressional, Legislative, 
and Gubernatorial elections, when the candi- 
dates for Commissioners are almost lost sight 
of on account of the excitement arising out 
of the National or State issues at stake, and 
when there can be no organized system of 
revolt against bad nominations without 
jeopardizing the success of the general 
ticket. 

What is wanted is a “new broom” each 
year. Under the present system it is the 
sume worn-out old broom all the time. The 
“combine”? of boodle Commissionérs and 
thieving contractors can only be disrupted and 
broken up by annual elections. Put in fifteen 
new men selected in the spring when candi- 
dates will be forced to run on their merits, 
and the year will have expired before a gang 
of eight or nine can be.organized aud get in 
their work of robbing the county. And even 
if a pack of yellow dogs are found in the 
board devouring mutton before the end of 
the year they can be sorted out and fixed“ 
at the polls before much mischief has been 
done. Nothing will so effectually puta stop 
to the stealing as frequent elections, held at 
the same time as other municipal elections, 
when candidates for Commissioner can’t 
hide behind candidates for Governor, Presi- 
dent, and Congress. And it won't cost a cent 
extra to elect a new board in the spring. The 
members who prove themselves worthy of 
public confidence can be reélected—the others 
will be weeded out. ä 

The present law confers on the Commis- 
sloners the authority to appoint the grand 
jurors, and hence their boodle conduct is 
never Officially investagated, and no matter 
how corrupt they may be they are never in- 
dicted. It is proposed to take this power 
away from them and lodge it in impartial and 
uninterested hands; but we have failed to 
read any enthusiastic advocacy of the propo- 
sition in the boodlers’ organ, for some occult 
reason; but it keeps on with its idiotic chat- 
ter: “The fault is not in the present system. 
It is a wise system in theory. Let it be re- 
“tained.” But the tree is known by its 
fruits, and so must a law be. This tree has 
brought forth bad fruit for lo! these many 
years—each year worse than the last. Why 
cumbereth it the ground! Let it be hewn 
down and cast into the flre. And so with a 
law that produces crops of boodle Commis- 
siouers, 


THE KNIGHTS AND THE LABOR UNIONS. 

Edward Mulraney, the delegate of the 
Chicago Trade and Labor Assembly to the 
Congress of Federated Trades at Columbus 
last week, in the course of a lengthy inter- 
view with a Trisune reporter Sunday fur- 
nished the first complete and authoritative 
account of the causes of difference between 
the Knights of Labor and the trades unions 
throughout the ‘country. These are: 
(1) That the Knights of Labor organization, 
apparentlyſ in the effort to increase the num- 
ber of its members and therefore to give its 
political action more significance, has admit- 
ted men indiscriminately to its ranks with- 
out inquiry as to their antecedents or charac- 
ter. (2) That the Knights’ plan of regulat- 


ing strikes tends to break up the labor uniong_ 


by giving the power to declare a strike on or 
off to a mixéd committee not at all concerned 
in the striking organization and not knowing 
the merits of the controversy leading to the 
strike. (3) That the power vested in the 
General Executive Board of the United Labor 
party of ending strikes is exercised arbitrari- 
ly and without the members being thorough- 
ly informed as to the merits of the disputes 
between employers and strikers. (4) That 
there is a manifest tendency on the part of 
the leaders of the Knights of Labor to utilize 
the organization as a sort of Socialistic prop- 
aganda. (5) That there is too strong a tend- 
ency on the part of the leaders of the Knights 
to make their organization an independent 
political party. 

On the merits of the controversy it # not 
necessary to pronounce, but Mr. Mulraney 
puts forward some very cogent statements 
concerning the methods of the Knights of 
Labor. Those who have watched the course 
of events during the recent strike at the 
Stock-Yards will be disposed to agree with 
him that men who are unfit to be members 
of anything were permitted “to jump into 
the Knights of Labor there. Political bum- 
mers, walking delegates, officeholders who 
haye not worked at any trade for a year, 
were admitted by the score, and those were 
the parties who fomented the disturbances— 
and for political reasons. Mr. Mulraney’s 
argument against allowing a committee com- 
posed of politicians, cobblers, tailors, sailors, 
carpenters, etc., to decide when butchers, 
coopers, nailmakers, or plumbers shall strike 
seems to be cogent and to the point. The 
members of a trade understand their own 
business best. What does a tailor know 
about the merits of a strike by nailmakers? 
Most bricklayers will agree with Mr. Mul- 
raney when he says: 

When I have trouble as a bricklayer I don't 
want a butcher, a shoemaker, and a blacksmith 
who do not know anything more about bricklay- 
ing than a dog does about a side-pocket for a 
bone to act upon any trouble that my union be- 
comes involved in. I would rather leave it to my 
posses, Who know something about the trade, 


and I should expect more justice from them than 
from seven men Who know nothing about it. 


This is good sense. There is much force, 
too, in the objection against a non-resident 
committee being authorized to decide when 
strikers shall return to work. The men on 
the ground, if their leaders are honest and 
intelligent, will be better able to decide than 
any Grand Sachems, however wise, who live 
1,000 miles away. 

The people of Chicago can well appreciate 
the gravity of the charge that efforts are be- 
ing made by some Knights of Labor leaders 
in this vicinity and elsewhere to identify 
their organization with the Socialistic and 
the semi-Socialistic or George party. Sever- 
al of the local assemblies have passed resolu- 
tions of sympathy with the condemned An- 
archists, and have even gone to the extent 
of denouncing the court and jury which con- 
demned them, Still others have insinuated 
menaces against the Supreme Court which is 
going to review the case. The dangerous 
activity of such leaders Knights as 
William Gleeson, Ge & Linune- 
meyer, Seib, and their fellows in the semi- 
terrorist agitation gotten upin the interest 
of Spies & Co. has long been noticed. It is 
notorious that at the Cleveland convention 
of the Knights the Socialistic element, repre- 
sented by Buchanan of Denver and the Home 
Club of New York, carried everything its 


own way. Nor should Powd 
to New York to try to help elect George 
Mayor be lost sight of. It was a bold attempt 
to identify the whole organization with the 
land-confiscation, debt-repudiating theories 
of George, and to make the Knights a dis- 
tinctive political organization, despite the 
diversity of sentiment amiong the members. 
Mr. Mulraney’s remarks on the absurdity of 
the independent political scheme are well 
worth the serious attention of the working 
péople of America. He says: 


They [the Knights] might as well run a re- 
ligious movement into the whions as to try to get 
the unions into an independent political party. 
And right here 17 me that the Socialistic 
element running this third party is just as much 
opposed to the religious views dud liberty of the 

eople as it is opposed to their political liberty. 

hey haven't got ready to take that step yet; 
that is all. It is coming. 


In this connection it may added that Mr. 
Mulraney contradicts the report of the New 
York papersto the effect that resolutions 
were passed at Columbus in favor of a dis- 
tinct workingmen’s political party. No ac- 
tion, he says, was taken either way on the 
political resolutions. 

Mr. Mulraney’s course in the convention 
and hisinterviews prove him to be a level- 
headed labor representative. His advocacy 
of the universal adoption of the Eight-Hour 
law by the respective trades, before any at- 
tempt shall be made to give it local. effect, 
was most proper. The effect of this resolu- 
tion will be to prevent isolated action like 
that which the butchers tried to force at 
Packingtown, and which from the very nat- 
ure of things proved a failure. The eight- 
hour day cannot be adopted without the uni- 
versal support of the members of the re- 
spective unions. It looks, indeed, as if the 
Columbus convention was a moderate, well- 


Klehm’s committees as announced yester- 
day are even worse than anticipatory reports 
had them. The Committee on Public Build- 
ings may be taken as a specimen. It consists 
of Geils (Chairman), McCarthy, Wren, 
Klehm, and -Williams. It is notorious that 
three of the members of this committee have 
a more than friendly interest in certain 
county building contractors. Geils was 
Chairman of the Committee last year. Un- 
der his rule about $800,000 worth of avoidable 
debt was created. The Public Charities 
Committee is headed by the philanthropist, 
McCarthy, while Wren is given the Hospital 
Committee. McClaughrey had his desire 
in being made Chairman of the Printing 
Committee, the other members being Mc- 
Carthy, Fortune, Wren, and Schubert. Mo- 
Claughrey can run things, in the committee 
at least, to suit himself. Hemmelgarn is 
relegated to the obscure Committee on Towns 
and Town Accounts, while Aldrich, one of 
the most promising of the new members, is 
sent to Roads and Bridges. He may have an 
opportunity to stop some gravel-road steals. 
The rew members suspected of reform or 
economical tendencies are surrounded by 
four boodlers as a rule. 

The committees are evidence that, as far 
as Klehm and his supporters are concerned, 
there will be no effort to improve on the 
methods of the Van Pelt gang. There will 
be no tendency to economy. The boodlers 
will spend every cent they can get hold of 
where it will do themselves most good, and 
the debt of the county will go on increasing. 

There is no remedy for this state of things 
but to elect a new board next April. To pro- 
long the terms of the gang would be to pro- 
vide for a continuation of the wholesale rob- 
bery of the taxpayers.

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FREIGHT RATES TO THE SEABOARD. 

The advance in east-bound freight rates 
which it is proposed shall go into effect next 
Monday may stimulate shipments during 
this week, as ‘expected, or it may not. But 
there ean be no doubt in regard to one thing 
—it will tend to drive a great deal of business 
over other routes than the trunk Hnes. Al- 
ready the managers of other roads are re- 
ported to be jubilant over the increased 
traffic which they anticipate will follow the 
insisting on à 30-cent rate between Chicago 
and New York. It is rumored that contracts 
are now pending for the carrying of large 
quantities of wheat from the Northwest by 
raigas far south as may be necessary to 
strike a sufficient depth of water in the Mis- 
sissippi, and thence by boat to New Orleans, 
whence it will be shipped to Liverpool or 
London on a rate of five and one-half pence, 
as against fourpence from New York. St. 
Louis would profit largely by this arrange- 
ment if it were not for the fact of low water, 
which now promises to send mostof the grain to 
Cairo for transfer from the land to the river 
route. But St. Louis and other points in the 
Southwest will have an immense advantage 
in shipping to Baltimore and Newport News 
by lines that leave us far to the northward. 
The proposed advance would créate a dis- 
crimination of three to five cents per bushel 
against Chicago additional to that already 
existing in favor of some of the routes named. 
How great that isin some cases may be in- 
ferred from the statement that the Fort Scott 
& Gulf Railroad is now taking corn from 
Kansas City to New Orleans at a 20-cent rate, 
while the present rate from Kansas City to 
Chicago is 25 cents. This five cents differ- 
ence just about makes up for the “three- 
half-pence (per bushel) greater charge 
across the ocean, which practically discrim- 
inates against us to the full extent of the 
entire cost of transportation from this city 
to the seaboard. This is equally fair treat- 
ment to everybody with a verigeance. 

The proposed advance would place shippers 
by the trunk-line routes at such a tremen- 
dous disadvantage that careful observers of 
the situation feel warranted in saying the 
change will not be made, or, if so, it cannot be 
sustained. So far as known, those who ship 
produce from this city have not yet been 
frightened into increasing their orders, and 
some of them are actually holding off because 
they deem it not improbable that rates will be 
even lower than now in the near future, in- 
stead of higher. It is possible that the surest 
method of effecting a demoralization of 
rates to last all through the winter 
would be to insist upon the advance 
now talked of, to take effect a week hence. 
The great loss of business, owing to the at- 
traction presented by much lower rates over 
other routes, could scarcely result in any- 
thing less than a severe cutting among them- 
selves, which would be general, instead of the 
restricted cutting for ea few favored individ- 
uals, which is rumored to be the practice 
now, if not the rule. The fact that the Chés- 
apeake & Ohio has recently contracted to 
carry grain from Chicago to Newport News 
at 20 cents per 100 pounds,“ and proposes to 
repeat the same to an indefinit extent, is cer- 
tainly not calculated to inspire confidence in 
the ability of the old trunk lines to exact a 
80-cent rate on exports to Europe, however 
itmay be with shipments for domestic con- 
sumption. 


Speaktne of the smoke-burning ordinance, 
it may be remarked that the most culpable 
offenders against the city law are Mayor 
Harrison and Kiehm’s County Board. The 
chimneysof the county and city buildings 
belch forth all day long immense volumes of 
black smoke and impregnate all the sur- 
rounding atmosphere with soot, murk, and 
the most noxious gases. The county pretends 
to pay for hard coal, but the smoke indicates 
that the coal contractor does not furnish the 
proper article or that the firemen and engi- 
neer (the latter Commissioner Oliver’s broth- 
er) do not attend carefully to their business, 


‘ly’s going down : 


The City- Hall smoke must be attributed to the 
combined efforts of “ Dr.” Merki and Mayor 
Harrison. All the bad gas that issues from 
the mouth of Harrison impregnates the city 
smoke. Merki is afraid either to place a neu- 
tralizer on the mouth of Hizzoner or to en- 
force the ordinance which it is his sworn 
duty to do.

A CORRESPONDENT calls in question the ac-

At the 
present moment it is probable that the West 
Town population actually exceeds the total of 
these counties; That there may be no loose 
guessing about this thing, we append the 
counties referred to with their respective pop- 
ulations:

Itis from such a comparison as this that 
an idea can best be formed of the almost 
grotesque stupidity of making each of the 
three divisions of Chicago one assessment tax 
district, assuming that a system for valua- 
tion of property and the collection of taxes 
which is adapted to the ordinary country 
town fits the case of a Chicago town. The 
best thing would be, as Tae TRIBUNE pre- 
viously mentioned, to wholly abolish the 
towns and adopta city system; but if for 
constitutional or other reasons this cannot 
be done, then let us have smaller towns, each 
ward being made a towuship. If we must 
adhere to a system which at best is utterly 
unsuited to the levying and collecting of taxes 
in u large city, then by all means reduce the 
evil to its minimum. 


Columbus Labor Convention, throws some 
light on the peculiar methods of the An- 
archist sympathizers in this city. The latter, 
it will be remembered, made a desperate 
effort to elect the notorious “ walking dele- 
gute George Schilling to represent the Chi- 
cago trades at Columbus. Failing in this, 
the Central Labor Union sent down a set of 
resolutions to the convention for adoption. 
The resolutions denounced the court, the 
Prosecuting Attorney, and the jury after the 
usual fashion, and wound up by character- 
izing the verdict as a blow at the right of 
free speech. Had Schilling been in the con- 
vention he would doubtless have secured the 
passage of these resolutions and would have 
sworn, if necessary, that they were true. 
Schilling was not there, however, and the 
Committee on Resolutions reported the fol- 
lowing in lieu of the Central Labor Union's 
denunciations: 


Hesolved, That it is the opinion of this body 
[the — gy of Federated Trades] that the 
great trades of America are dependent on law 
and order for continued existence and support. 
While we deem it unwise for us to interfere with 
the administration of justice, we are free to ex- 
press the hope that the law will of itself grant 
every Opportunity of defense to any who may 
have reasons to complain. 


When this moderate and sensible resolu- 
tion was offered a semi-Anarchistic delegate 
moved to add, and this shall apply to the 
seven condemned Anarchists in Chicago.“ 
Ot course, as the law has given every op- 
portunity of defense to the Anarchists, 
and as the convention disclaimed “ all inten- 
tion to interfere with the administration of 
justice,“ the amendment will not affect the 
soundness of the resolutions as adopted. 
Schilling missed a great opportunity. 


Tue Milwaukee Socialists are following up 
the tactics of their Chicago brethren. They 
are denouncing the courts, the Prosecuting At- 
torney, and the jury who were concerned in 
the trial of Paul Grottkau for inciting to riot 
last May. Grottkau himself, who was not 
convicted because he was indicted jointly 
with another party against whom there was 
not sufficient evidence, is one of the fiercest 
of the denouncing Socialists. He evidently 
thinks he opght to have been acquitted as the 
result of the efforts of some of his friends 
whe tried intimidatery tactics with the jury. 
Grottkau is not out of the woods, however, 
as he is to be given a hearing for contempt of 
court in assailing in his Anarchistic organ 
the court before whom he was tried last 
week, 


SeNaTOR MorRRIL.’s ironical tariff resolu- 
tion of last week recalls the fact that he was 
credited, as Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee during the War, with levying an 
internal-revenue tax upon everything pro- 
duced or dealt in throughout the country, 
with the single exception of maple sugar, 
which was at that time raised only for strict- 
ly home consumption with the solitary excep- 
tion of Mr. Morrill’s own district.

THE VICIOUS SALOONS MUST CLOSE. 


Mayor Harrison Says He Is in Karnest in 
Ths Matter. 

Mayor Harrison insists that his order to the 
Police Department to report all disreputable 
saloons, in order that licenses may be refused 
them when applied for, was issued in 


good faith, and to show his earnestness and 
sincerity in this matter he yesterday for- 
warded the following communication to 
Chief Ebersold, with instructions that all 
police captains and lieutenants be notified of 
the same: 

The Mayor's instructions to the Police Depart- 
ment are and have been to inquire into the 
character of applicants for saloon licenses; to 
furnish the City Collector with the names of 
those applying for saloon licenses who are not 
deemed proper persons to enjoy the privileges 
they soak. so that their applications may be re- 
jected; and further, to inform the Mayor of par- 
ties who have secured licenses but do not con- 
duct their places decently, that he can revoke 
them. In al) cases, as far as I am informed, the 
recommendations ofthe Police Department have 
been carried out. 

The Mayor has furtner advised the department 
to exereise great prudefice and care in their in- 
vestigations, so that their recommendations May 
not have even the. semblance of partiality or 
prejudice. It would be a species of robbery to 
permit the issuance of a license, and then to re- 
voke it, except on very good grounds, as the 
license fee cannot be refunded. It is better to 
refuse the sicense in advance. And here, too, 
care should be exercised. so that a man may not 
be deprived of the right to earn a livelihood on 
unjust grounds. No order or hint“ has been 
given from this gre severe, 2 or in 
any way cha ese instructions. 

You will 2 your captains that the Mayor 
expects these orders to be fully obeyed, and 
that he will hold every officer individually re- 
sponsible for a full and complete performance of 
his duties in the premises. 

The Mayor says he will see that this order 
is effectually enforced and that Aldermen or 
any ether influence will be powerless to se- 
cure a license forone of the saloons which 
have been reported “disreputable” by the 


Police Department.

The prospects of the Gladstone 
party, apart from Mr. Gladstone personally, 
are not so bright. Further disruption 
threatens it over the differences consequent 
on the anti-rent campaign in Ireland. The 
minority section, including the Scotch Glad- 
stoneites, incline to the support of the Par- 
nelhitesin their National League plan of war- 
fare, but the majority of the English 
branches of the National Liberal Fed- 
eration are opposed to Mr. Parnell 
and the Land League. Lord Kil- 
coursie announces that he will abandon 
the party and join Lord Hartington and the 
Unionists unless Mr. Gladstone splits with 
the Parnellites. Lord Rosebery, who has 
been looked upon all along as a stanch Glad- 
stoneite, has telegraphed Mr. Gladstone, urg- 
ing him to give out an explicit disavowal of 
any sympathy whatever with the leaguers 
and their methods in their anti-rent proceed- 
ings. Mr. Gladstone, however h® may him- 
seif feel on the — * is unwilling to take 
any step Which shall lead to open hostility 
between himself and Mr. Parnell's followers. 

The position of the parties at the opening 
of the next session of Parliament will be this: 
The Conservatives and the Liberal Unionists 
will exhibit the closest adhesion to each 
other, and will be ready to resort to the ex- 
tremest measure to suppress boycotting and 
to crush the Irish League. They will declare 
war a|l'outrance with the Parnellites, and both 
in and out of Parliament will pursue a course 
of unremitting hostility. The Glad- 
stoneites, on the contrary, will have no 
cohesion, and can therefore offer but 
a wavering and ineffectual front in opposi- 
tion to the Government. One section will 
follow Mr. John Morley, another Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt; all divisions of the party 
having lost confidence in Mr. Gladstone’s 
leadership. Overtures have been made to 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain on the basis of his 
proposals for local administration, and a con- 
ference of all the sections of the Liberals 
will be held to try to agree as to what 
limit ought to be placed to the con- 
cessions to Ireland. It is not like- 
ly that they will come to a practical 
understanding. Mr. Chamberlain suggests, 
as the first condition of the conference, that 
Mr. Gladstone shall not be permitted to inter- 
fere with its deliberations; and this point 
alone will probably break up the purpose. of 
the plan. 

Among the notable signs of the timesis the 
great difficulty which à pronounced Glad- 
stonian has to secure election to the National 
Liberal Club, which was recently the strong- 
hold of Gladstoneism. The drift of political 
feeling is all against the old leader.

GERMANY, 


The Debate Concluded on the Military Bill— 
Strength of the Army. 

BxRIIx, Dec. 13.—The commission on the 
new Military bill has concluded the general 
debate on the measure and has decided to 
allow the bill to be read the first and second 
times and then discuss the clauses separate- 
ly. Gen. von Schellendorff, the War Minis- 
ter, has declared that any statement 
from the Imperial Government referring 
to the country’s foreign relations could 
only be made known in a responsible public 
sitting of the Reichstag. The Imperial Chan- 
cellor himself, if nt at the ype of the 
commission, ould refrain from explaining 
in detail Germany’s relations with other 
Powers. The Government’s possible action 
could not be revealed without prejudice to 
German policy of peace, and the situa 
tion was not yet sufficiently ripe to be 
debated publicly. If the motives which 
led the Government to declare the urgency 
for the measure failed to satisfy the commis- 
sion Prince Bismarck could disclose nothing 
more, because he saw further information 
might injure the interests of Germany. 

The North German Gazette refutes the asser- 
tions of the Tugblatt’ and other papers that 
the demand for additional army credits con- 
stitutes an admission that German interests 
are seriously affected by the Bulgarian crisis. 
The demand, the Gazette says, simply means 
that the German army, in comparison with 
the forces of other Powers, has become nu- 
merically too weak.

Denanciation of Democratic Opinions and 
Socialistic Ideas. 

Loxpox, Dec. 13.+Tennyson’s new book of 
poems, Locksley Hall Sixty Years After,“ 
will appear tomorrow. It eontains the three 
act play, The Promise of May,” produced 
in London some years ago. The greatest in 
terest in the volume centres in Locksley 
Hall,“ in which the poet reviews 
the life of mankind during the 
last sixty years and comes to the conclusion 
that its boasted progress is of doubtful credit 
to the world in general and to Engiand in 
particular. A cynical vein of denunciation 
of democratic opinions and aspirations runs 
throughout the poem, in marked contrast 
with the spirit of the “Locksley Hall” of 
the poet’s youth.

A DIVORCED WIFE'S CLAIM. 


THE FIRST MRS. STOREY’S DEMAND ON 
HER HUSBAND'S ESTATE. 


She Wants a Share of All He Possessed at 
the Time of His Death—The Receiver’s 
Attorney Think She Should File Her 
Claim in the Probate Court—Disposal of 
the Estate of the Late Louise Hesing— 
Other Court Notes.

The latter claimed on the demur- 
rer that she had no right to dower in 
any real estate acquired after the 
divorcee, nor in any of the per- 
sonal property; also that though a court 
of: chancery undoubtedly had what might be 
called a latent jurisdiction in regard to the 
administration of estates, yet in counties 
where there were Probate Courts they had 
the jurisdiction, penetra speaking, and 
chancery would only interfere in extraordi- 
nary cases. This was not one where a court 
of equity ought to interfere, but Mrs. Storey 
should be directed to file her claim in the 
Probate Court, where the Storey estate was 

ministered on.

“BILL” GALLAGHER’S CASE, 


Flaws in the Indictment Cause a Delay in 
the Proceedings. 

The three cases of forgery against Bill” 
Gallagher were called up before Judge Col- 
lins yesterday morning. Mr. Hardy, attor- 
ney for Gallagher, insisted that there was a 
flaw in the indictment charging him with 
forgery in connection with Frank G. Bell, 
Thomas W. Ellis, and Ernest B. Chadsey. 
The flaw lay in that it did not set forth spe- 


cifically the indorsement upon the city war- 


rant wherein the name of F. F. Spencer was 
all to have been forged, and he made a 
motion to uash. ive counts of the 
indictment, tt appeared to him, bore 
this same defect, and the sixth 
was for the reason that in 
setting forth the intent of the crime it was 
first written to defraud the City of Chica- 
go,” and this had been erased and the words 
to defraud “ one F. F. Spencer inserted. 

The court was of opinion that the forgery 
counts were not sufficient, and Mr. Grinnell 
asked for time to 2 present the forgery 
matter to the grand jury, as this was simply 
a technical flaw. Judge Collins asked about 
the charges of obtaining money by false pre- 
tenses. and the State’s-Attorney decl 
that the prosecution in all the cases must be 
for forgery or nothing, as there could be but 
very little in the false-pretense case. The 
court was of the opinion that nothing could 
serve in regard to the counts covering the 
false pretense and issuing fictitious paper; 
but, as the State would probably never care 
to use them, the prisoner would be remanded 
to await a hearing in the other two cases of 
forgery and one of obtaining money by false 
pretenses. 

In the remaining indictments for forgery 
covering the second crooked order, the form 
is entirely different, as the forgery covered 
the body of the instrument and was not lim- 
ited to an indorsement. The State’s-Attor- 
ney and the detectives, however, are of opin- 
ion that the Spencer order is their most 

romising ground of prosecution, and no ef- 
ort will be made at present to push the re- 
maining indictments. Mr. Grinnell will take 
the facts in that case before the new grand 
jury, which meets Monday, and secure a new 
indictment. The matter will then be pushed 
as rapidly as possible, and Gallagher’s case is 
likely to be called again before the expiration 
of ten days. 


Justice Defeated on a Technicality. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 13.—In the court 
in general term today Judge Cox delivered 
the opinion of the court in the cases of John 
Hitz, President, and Dr. Charles E. Prentiss, 
cashier, convicted of and sentenced to five 
years in the penitentiary for making false 
entries in the books of the German-American 
National Bank, overruling the judgment of 
the Criminal Court and olding that the 
omission of the averment that the bank 
„was doing business rendered the indict- 
ments defective. Over forty cases against 
them are thus rendered defective. They 
cannot again be tried, the limit of time havy- 
ing expired. They were released.

Illinois Soft-Coal Men Shoving Up Prices. 
It is understood that the owners of soft 
coal mines in Illinois, following the example 
of the Ohio men, have formed a combination 
for the purpose of putting up prices all over 
the Northwest. A meeting was held two 
weeks ago at which an advance was made on 
coal at several points and an adjournment 
taken for a month in order to watch 
the effect. Since then some owners 
who were not in the combination at 
first have been induced to join it, and a spe- 
cial meeting was held yesterday in this city 
at which coal was advanced at other points. 
As soon as all the outside distributing points 
are covered it is the intention to put up prices 
in Chicago. Illinois coal is now sold to deal- 
ers at and $2.10, and a dealer said yester- 
day that the price would be $2.20 or 2. 25 in a 
short time. The only reason for the advance 
is that the anthracite men and soft-coal 
miners in other States have shoved up prices. 


Prendergast and Knickerbocker Want Their 
Salaries. 

Among those who feel the effects of the ex- 
hausted condition of the County Treasury 
most keenly are the Judges of the Probate 
and County Courts, who receive their sala- 
ries out of the County Treasury, or are by law 
supposed to receive them from that source.

BURNED AT THE STAKE. | 


A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY ENACTED AT 
ST. LOUIS IN 1837. 


How a Quiet Negro Was Transformed Into 
a Demon—Killing an Officer in His Fren- 
Sentenced to Be Burned Alive, He 
Laughs at His Tormentors, and Dies 
Singing O, When Shall I See Jesus?” 


Pittsburg Letter in Cincinnati Znquirer: 
“One of the most eventful incidents in a 
round fifty years’ experience, from deck-hand 
to master on steamboats, was at St. Lows in 
June, 1836,” said the veteran Capt. William 
Dillon of Wheeling last night. “In June of 
that year I was only 19 years of age, and I 
suppose the most enthusiastic young deck- 
hand who ever despised the tyranny of a 
despotic master. I had shipped on the steam- 
boat Flora, Capt. Frank Carter master. She 
was doing a big Ohio River business and tak- 
ing her cargo to St. Louis. Our porter, Frauk 
McIntosh, was as happy and jolly a young 
negro as ever smashed a trunk or 
collapsed a bandbox. At Louisville he 
met and became deeply enamored of 
a chambermaid of the, steamer Lady 
Jackson, a big Mississippi River boat. The 
Jackson left Louisville several hours ahead 
of us, ahd when we tied up at St. Louis we 
found her at the wharf just above us. The 
porter waved his bandana gayly to the 

uadroon maid who appeared on the stern of 

e Lady Jackson, and she as gayly flirted 
her fly-brush at her dusky admirer. The 
next afternoon, when we had dischar all 
of our cargo and were 2 a little rest, 
McIntosh dressed himself with character- 
istic Ethiopian splendor, including a flaming 
red silk waistcoat that had come into his 
ot tame gp through his attention to a New 

rleans gambler who had been makin 
the trip with to make a ca 
on his girl on the boatabove us. I remember 
his leaving very well. He was ordinarily a 
very quiet, unobtrusive negro, and mixed lit- 
tle with his fellow-employés. The furnaces 
under the boilers had a 8 fascination 
for him, and frequently at night he would 
come up to where the firemen were standing 
and gaze for many minutes into the miniature 
hell. He would watch the introduction of 
the fuel, remark its rapid consumption, and 
turn to the fireman nearest him with the in- 
og How long would a human being last 


“It was afterward remembered that 
the night before we reached St. Louis Frank 
had passed nearly all of it gazing into the fur- 


nace. 

“Well, to resume, as soon as he had ar- 
rayed himself in his finery Frank left the 
boatand started up the levee toward the 

Jackson. He was walking quite rapid- 
ly, and had not gone more than fifty yards 
when he saw a man running toward him, fol- 
lowed by several men and a crowd. 
Stop that man,’ shouted the er of the 
pursuers. By this time the fleeing man had 
reached McIntosh, who, instead of makin 
any effort to obstruct his passage, turn 
aside to let him pass. a moment the of- 
ficers—for such they proved to be—came 
up and began abusing the negro in the 
most shocking manner, heaping the 
vilest epithets upon him and threatening 
him with instant bodily punishment. The 
negro said that as the fleeing man was a 
white man and his pursuers not in uniform 
he did not feel justified in stopping him. 
He replied in very respectful lan al- 
tho he had taken several drinks before 
he left the boat. After a few minutes’ talk 
the officer informed McIntosh that they 
would have to arrest him for not obeying 
them and s with him to the city 
prison. As the. walking along Meln- 
tosh said: Wbat will be done with me for 
this?’ One of the officers said: Well, you 
won't get less than ten years in the peniten- 
tiary, and maybe yo will spend your life 
there.’ Inamomentthe quiet, -natured 
n was transformed into a demon. He

knife in his vest pocket, but quick as a flash 
he drew it, opened the largest blade, and be-

He shut and barricaded 
the door and the windows and awaited the 
coming of the mob. In two minutes — 
howling, crazy people were around t 
little house. ey made a rush for it, and in 
less time than I consume in 2 * Smee in- 
cident of the scene they had lite 
torn it board from and scatte 
them on the ‘ground.

He was taken to the jail 
office, but was not locked ups as the mob 
swarmed and swore around the jail and de- 
manded his instant punishment. Finally a 
lawyer named Riddle mountedachair and 


asked : 

‘What will you do with this man?” There 
was but one yell that came back in answer, 
but it was the unified shout of the thou- 
sands of voices: “Burn him!” 

Have it as you will,” said Riddle, and a 
minute later Melntosh was brought out of 
the jail and taken to a commons that was on 
an influent of old Chouteau Pond.

That night was one 0 e most memora 
in the history of St. Louis. The mob returned 
to the city and to the saloons, and it was a 
regular hell upon earth all night. The ee: 
bravery the negro displayed under all of 
these trying circumstances to which he was 
subjected 5 have at no time in my life seen 
paralleled. He was cool and calculatin from 
the time he took ref in the house after he 
killed the officer, and not even the horror of 
the fiery death to which the mob condemned 
him made him eyince the slightest symptoms 
of fear. He laughed at his captors, and 
never once asked for mercy.

Unfermented Juice 
of the Grape in a New York Church. 

New York, Dec. 11.—[Special.]—Miss Julia 

Coleman sent to England for samples of un- 


fermented grape juice to be used in the com- 


munion service at the Rev. Dr. William M. 
Taylor’s Presbyterian Church on Broadway. 
When the dozen bottles came to the Custom- 
House duty was demanded as though the 
fluid were wine. Miss Coleman demurred, 
and wrote a complaint to Secretary Manning 
of the Treasury Department. Mr. Manning 
replied that unfermented juice of the grape 
was wine. This controversy has led to a 
singular examination at Dr. Taylor’s church, 
to find out the quality of the wine commonly 
used at communion. The Rev. J. Benson 
Hamilton, in the presence of ascoreof min- 
isters, interes churchmen, and a few 
women, denounced ordinary communion 
wines as concocted stuff unfit for holy pur- 
poses

Thén Miss Coleman came forward to assist 
the preacher in exposing the wickedness of 
communion wines in vogue in the leading 
churches of this city. Sheis an active little 
lady, rather past the middle age. Her chem- 
ical apparatus consisted of an upright rod 
like the standard of a student lamp. To this 
were fastened by screws some rings that 
stood out horizontally from the rod. A flask 
set into the upper ring held a few spoonfuls 
of wine taken from the communion decanter 
of a great up-town church. Below this she 
set an alcohol lamp in the lower ring and 
ignited it. The action of the heat, as she ex- 
plained, was sufficient to separate the alcohol 
of a liquor from its accompanying ingredients. 
She was particular to assert that the 
little bottle from the t church had 
not been opened or erwise tampered 
with since it had been receiv by 
the committee having of the experi- 
ments. Talking thus she kept the spectators 
interested until the wine had begun to boil. 
Then she struck a match and applied it to 
the nozzle of the flask. Swish! up shot a 
blue flame a foot high. It sputtered and 
sparkled from the influence of so much steam 
from the boiling wine, and occasionally went 
out from an overpressure of moisture; but a 
reapplication of the match never failed to 
bring the blue flame to light — 4 Then a 
specimen of California port, en from the 
decanter of another communion table, was 
produced, and the experimentrepeated. This 
time, after the wine had been brought to the 
boiling point, the match was applied and a 
flame at least twenty inches in hight flared 
forth. The ladies were much pleased, and 
greeted the demonstration of the wine’s 
wickedness with discreet applause. 

The experiments were concluded by test- 
ing an unfermented wine that had been put 
by a careful housewife ten years ago.

Town Aid to Soldiers. 

Fonp pu Lac, Wis., Dec. 13.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.}|—Tucked away and forgotten 
to a great extent is a Wisconsin statute which 
has never been put in practice in this part of 
the State and probably not to any extent in 
any other, Under Chap. 38 of the Revised 
Statutes of Wisconsin, entitled “powers, 
duties, and liabilities of towns,“ Subdivision 
6 of Sec. 776, is as follows: “To raise such 
sums of money not exceeding $150 for each 
person to be s , for the purpose of 
supporting destitute soldiers and their fami- 
lies; and the money so raised shall be dis- 
tributed by the Town Board in such manner 
as they shall think fit.” By this liberal pro- 
vision on the part of the Legislature of Wis- 
consin there would seem to be no need of any 
soldiers, or those dependent upon them for 
support, going to the almshouse or 
suffering for the necessaries of life.

AN INTERESTING TALK WITH MAYOR- 
ELECT HEWITT OF NEW YORK. 


A Great Opportunity for Those Who Really 
Want to Work Is to Be Found in 
Domestic Service—Nobody Need Starve 
for Want of Something to Do, and at 
Good Wages— What the Cooper Institute 
Is Doing for Young Girls. 

Interview with Mayor-elect Hewitt in New 
York Tribune. Unquestionably, the women 
not only of this great city, but of other great 
cities, are suffering from the want of what 
seems to them acceptable occupation, in the 
pursuit of which they may earn a livelihood. 
There are comparatively few avenues open to 
women for employment, and all but one of 
these is overcrowded. There is an unlimited 
field for them in domestic service. To my 
mind there is nothing humiliating in that 
mode of earning a living. On the contrary, 
there is nothing so well adapted to the funo- 
tions and charactéristics of women as occu- 
pations associated with the household and 
the family. I do think, however, that society 
is somewhat to blame because of the barriers 
it has erected in the home against domestic 
servants. It would, in my opinion, be a very 
fortunate thing indeed if the old-fashioned 
relationship between employer and employed 
in the family circle could be restored. I 
refer to the times when the servants of the 
household really formed part of the family, 
oftentimes sitting at the same table. Why, 


at my mother’s table when I was a boy, the 


servant girl always sat at the same table with 
the family. We never felt or tried to make 
her feel that we were any better than she 
was, and she never set herself up in the be- 
lief that she was any better than we were. 
We paid her the wages she earned and she 
gave us in return her work. 

What is wanted is an appeal to the employ- 
ers in the household to make the condition 
of the domestic servant more tolerable and 
more attractive to respectable girls. In this 
way both will be benefited. A better class 


of ls would be attracted to this home 
vice, and the employers would be sure to 
gain an advan through the inevitable im- 
provement in the grade of servants 
— . — Of course, what is known as 
fashionable societ could not undertake to 
establish a basis of equality between master 
and servant, or Pham pe and employed, 


pected where common sense 
revails. In this country, where in- 
ividual merit may win the highest dis- 


tinction and honors, it is unn to 
argue that point. But what I have said ap- 


plies to the great mass of society the country 
over. To express my meaning more broadly, 
I will say that I believe it possible for house- 
keepers, wherever they — the position 
of employers, to render their homes agreeable 
instead of disagreeable to the girls and wom- 
en in their service. Of course, the final 
aim, and I may say the natural aim, of woman 
is marriage—to become a wife and mother, 
and as such the centre of interest in her own 
a ay , —＋ all r * or at any 
rate do not, get married; yet even failing to 
do so, the true mission of woman is still 
within the family, duties per- 
taining to the household. 

But so long as there is such a — body of 
women see ng occupation in r direc- 
tions it is the duty of every intelligent citizen 
and every benevolent instituuon to do all 
they can to afford facilities for their vy 
ment. The Cooper Institute was founded for 
that purpose, among other things. We began 
with the Art School, which is an immense 
success, and it has led to the establishment 
of similar institutions all over the United 
States. Hundreds of women are educated 
there every year who get remunerative and 
congenial employment. We have added te- 


legraphy and stenography and 5 (prom . 
and with admirable results. Butitis simp 
impossible for society to absorb in this direc- 
tion the surplus of women who must 
earn their own livelihood. For these there 
remains the unlimited resource of domestic 
employment for all who will seek it. 

I have the greatest possible sympathy with 
the poor girls and women who became ex- 

to temptation as a result of overstock- 
ng of the female labor market; but, on the 
other hand, I have neither sympa nor 
patience with those who enter upon a life of 
shame when the way is constan open to 
them to pursue an honest livelih in a man- 
ner that seems far preferable to that which 
many of them choose of their own accord. 

It is a melancholy sight to behold the great 
number of young girls—I mean girls from 12 
to 15 years of age—going around our streets 
at night. In my AB ween Be it indicates that 
there is — 2 radically wrong at the 
bottom of society in this city. Hence any- 
thing that can be done to improve the 
tenement-houses and to make the homes 
of people who have to earn their
